"The Creeks, in dense masses, stood on 
doe side of the path, but the Bhawnees noticed no one : they 
marched to the pole in the center of the square, and then turned 
to the left. At each angle of ihe square, Tecuuisch took from 
his pouch some tobacco and sumach, and dropped it on the 
grucud ; his warriors performed the same ceremony. This they 
repealed three limes as they marched around the Kpiare. Then 
lh;y approached the flag-pole in the center, circled around it 
three times, and, facing the north, threw tobacco and sumach 
on a small lire, burning as usual near Ihe base of the pole. TTp- 
011 this they eni|i.ied their pouches. Tin y then marched in iht 
aauie order to the council, or king's house, (as it was termed in 
ancient times.t and drew up before it. The l'ig Wurrior and 
leading men were silling there. The Shawnee chieftain 
sounded his war-whoop— -a most diabolical yell— and each oi 
his followers responded. TeCU roach then presented to the Big 
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Warriora wampum-belt of Ave different -colored strands, which 
the Creek chief handed li> his warriors, and il passed down 
the line. The .Shawnee's pipe was then produced ; it was large, 
long, and profusely decorated with shells, be-nla, and paiutcU 
eagle and porcupine quills. Il wm lighted limn thf lire in 1U0 
center, and slowly pnasc 1 from the Hit; Warrior alim^ the line. 

"All this time noi a word had been tillered — every thing 
' was still as death : even the winds slept, and there was nothing 
heard hut ihe gentle falling of the leaves. At length Teoumscii 
HM'ke. ut first slowly and hi sonorous tones. Inn he soon grew 
Impassioned, and the words tell in avalanches from hi- lips, his 
eyes Imrued with sti|>emaiurat luster, and his whole frame 
Ire nb!ed with emotion.

Ills countenance varied with his speech; sometime** 
murderous smile, uud for a brief interval a seniimei.i of pro- 
found sorrow pervaded it, and at the dose a look of onncen 
trated vengeance, such as might Ijc MrppOtOd to distinguish Ihe 
arch enemy of mankind.

" ' The Muscogee was once a mighty people, '['he Georgians 
Iremhled at our war-woop, and the maidens of my tribe, in the 
di-Miit 1 .kef, sung the prowess of your warriors unci sighed for 
their embraces. 

■• • Now, your very blood is white; your tomahawks have no 
eige; your Itows and arrows were buried w'f.h your father*. 
Oh Muscagees, brethren of my mother! hrush iroui vour eye- 
lids the deep of slavery; once more strike for veageaoci — once 
I more for your country. The spirits of the tnighlydead com- 
plain. The tears drop from the weeping skies. lit the while

" The effect of this irresistible hurst of elnu.licr.ee upon the 
wilil, superstitious an I warlike ' Stoics of the woods* can scarce- 
'.y he conceived. They shook and swayed liWe the tempcst-titss- 
cd ocean, and a thousand tomahawks were brandished in the 
■ir. Even the Uig Warrior, who tor years had been faithful to 
the whites, grasped his knife with a spasmodic clinch of his 
huge hand, and his breast heaved with the mighty paacion n hi. ii 
was convulsing him. It was only by au almost superhuman 
struggle that In- mastered his leelings, and presented at tho 
close of the sj>cech the only unmoved countenance in that im- 
mense multitude. 

» Although Tecumseh's mother was a Creek, and he under- 
stood the tongue, yet he spoke in the northern dialect, ami his 
words were afterward interpreted by au Indian ling.iU! ; ye!, 
had his listeners been deaf anil dumb, the effect would have 



been none t lie less. His impassioned gestures, the lightning of 
his eye, the wonderful play of his countenance, were »uch as to 
need uo interpreter— they" were the language of his mighty soul 
and could not be mistaken." 



Hut, to the great chieftain's r»icf, more than anv thing ehe, 
was this whirlwind ol emotion attributable. The 'most ])OWcr- 
ful-toned organ was scarce its equal in voi ime, compass and 
force.

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marvelous Indeed did it nppear. that she OBttM only ctplaio It 
upon supernatural grounds, anil regard it ns b direct Interfer- 
ence of Heaven. When she learned, however, a few hour* 
later, that Nockwynee was the prinejpul one of Ihe appoinUd 
executioners, n suspicion of lice mull Unshed neross her mind. 
She remembered seeing thi> lndi ill upon ihe night their house 
was attacked, and she recalled the mention afterward made of 
him by the Spy. Further than thU, Nockwyti'-e himself hnd 
given her to understand Hint he was sorrv lor I his act of his, 
and would do what ho could to set her at liberty again.

Leaving these maiters, however, for the present, we must turn 
to more important events that are already beginning to move. 
Although the scenes of this narrative are laid in the war of 
1812, we have scarcely referred to the principal ocentn r.ces of 
public Interest, presuming the reader to be sufficiently well ac- 
quainted with their history ; but, as our drama, front this point, 
binges, in a great measure, upon the closing events or the war 
m the North-west, we subjoin a brief summary of the deeds in 
that quarter, up to the present point 

After the fniitleas siege irf Fort Meigs, in the spring of 1813, 
by Proctor and Teeumseh, the Canadian militia were dis- 
banded, and the different Indians stationed at separate C;inton- 
meuta. The Mlamis and Wyandois were scut up the Detroit 
river to Magungua; Ihe FOOSVR atomies up llonge river, and 
the Chippcwas were permitted to return home. Proctor em- 
ployed these different parties as scouts and spies, <ind was regv- 
larly informed of the condition and moveiueuis of the Ameri- 
can forces. Deeming the occasion a suitable one, Genoa! 
Proctor attacked Fori Meigs for Ihe sccomHiroc, in the iatttr 
part of July. At this assault, Tccamseb beaded eight hundred 
Indiana, and by the execution of an ingenious stratagem, came 
within a hair's breadth of carrying (he fort Failing, however, 
by the coolness of General Clay, the British trooj-s sailed 
around into Sandusky bay. lor the purpose of attaching Fort 
Stephenson, at Lower Sandusky (now EtaniOMX "hi" A P°* 
tk>n of the Indians proceeded across by land, while Tec .m-* h, 
at the head of two thousand warriors, took up a position :n tlw 
Bltck Swamp, betw ecu Fort .M. igs and Sandusky . for the pur- 
pose of cutting off any reinforcements, or to fill opou the t»mP 
at Seneca, as might lie deemed hist. 

The memorable defeuse of Furl Stephenson, by Captain Cro- 
gfaan, effectually ended the ofli n-ive operations of P ruC *?* 
and Teeumseh Li this quarter, and transferred the operations t« 
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another section. Proctor returned by water to Maiden, with 
hi* troops: while Tecumsch and his" wnrriois passed around 
the head of Lake Erie, lo join him at th.Jt place. During the 
stav hi the heal of the lake, tho incidents recorded in the pre- 
cedintr chapters took pirn e. 

A lew day* later llio Forest Sj.v and Gorman Lindower were 
reiraversing the western shore of Lake Erie in the vicinity of 
the now ill-, i ted Indian camp. The sagacity of Hie former hud 
brought tlieru mgeiher, when they exchanged experiences and 
held ti consultation. Knowing that the Hidden movement of 
Indians in crossing the Detroit had reference to some impor- 
tant combination, they determined to follow after them, and, as 
noon as their intentions were discovered, to report them toGen- 
eral Harrison.

Aller a lime Laura made known 
Ut trouble to him, and asked his advice. He wu sorely 



troubled bow to net. lie was willing (after due warning to the 
chief) lo alio.it lilm ; but he well knew such a procedure wnnld 
precipitate the whole West into a bloody war, as the followers 
of Tecumsea would avenge his death. His only pro|x>snl was 
lor llicm to move further east, into tlie land of cMOxa&oO, 
where site would he safe from his interference.

It must have been at '.his lime that Tecuiuseh learned an 
Amerieau scout was ever dogging his footsteps, nnd that be- 
tween him and his IUir prisoner was a bond Stronger than friend- 
ship. He B9ed the most otrenuOM exertions to capture this dar- 
ing Spy Who thus crossed his path in more than one sense. In 
the preceding pages we have recorded hut few of the traps and 
stratagem* t'nuu which the wily fellow esca|>ed. We have all 
read of great and ambitious men who were continually thwarted 
by some one, that seemed born lo lie in their way. Thus was 
it for several vears with Tecumseh Fate, Destiny. Pr< ivideiice, 
or whatever it may be termed, protected the Foret.1 Spy, slid 
•inn whefl in the hands of his mortal enemy, when tlie Spy 
iad resigned all hope, he was delivered. Two objects animated 
the Spy — that of rescuiug Laura Lindower, and that of baf- 
fling mil defeating the realization of Teeumseh's ambitious 
dreams And both of these were accomplished— the Spy ad- 
ding a titling climax to the latter triumph, by shooting the 
great chief. 

Although Tecumseh was trail ty of Laura s abduction, still, hat 
subsequent conduct was in keeping with his chivalrous charac- 
ter.
